Havana, July lo.—The Cuban con­ 
stitutional convention has rejected the 
com m ittee’s project for an electoral 
law by 17 to 12. 
The Conservatives 
claimed that the law as proposed was 
too radical, inasmuch as It provided 
that there should be no interference 
with the elections by the central gov­ 
ernm ent and because the last elec­ 
tions showed it to be impossible to 
conduct elections 
honestly 
without 
some restraining power. They pointed 
out that the provinces and munici­ 
palities were as yet unable to govern 
themselves and contended that a free 
hand regarding elections would result 
in calamity to the country. 
In the opinion of the Conservatives 
the first election under the election 
law should be conducted with safe­ 
guards equal at least to those pro­ 
vided by the military 
government. 
Rather than accept the committee's 
project the convention say they would 
favor holding the elections under the 
existing law and to leave to the re­ 
public the task of drawing up a suit­ 
able law later. 
Another 
objection 
was that party lines had not been 
clearly defined as yet and the law* pro­ 
vided for political representation on 
the election boards, which under ex­ 
isting conditions would be a farce. 
General Sangullly voted with the 
Radicals, explaining that although he 
did not believe in the projected law, 
he thought it would be a better plan 
to amend than to reject.

Secretary Bracken s quarterly re­ 
port at the meeting oi the state board 
of health today stated that steps bad 
been taken to criminally prosecute; 
local health officials in live localities OLD TIME OFFENDER CAPTLRED. 
for culpable neglect to quarantine

cases of smallpox, says the St. Paul 
Dispatch. 
He declined to give the name* of 
the men or the places, on the ground 
that the prosecutions were in the 
hands of the county attorneys con­ 
cerned and could not be made public 
without hampering them in getting 
action before their grand juries. 
The board approved the plan of free 
tests for tuberculosis of cattle that 
are for sale to dairymen, as outlined 
last week in the Dispatch. These 
tests will not cost anybody anything, 
anti will not be compulsory, but are 
intended for the benefit of dairymen, 
who desire to buy cattle which they 
may know are free of tuberculosis. 
The board also sanctioned the plan 
of the general meeting of local 
health officers and left the subject in 
the hands of the executive commit­ 
tee.Dr. S. D. Brimhall was made di­ 
rector of the veterinary department. 
He has been acting as director for 
the past year. 
Inspectors of the state dairy and 
food departments were given au­ 
thority to act as representatives of 
the board of health in abating nui- 
faeces that they may meet. 
The acting health officer at New 
Brighton was given power to act as 
inspector of animals and meat. 
A report from George B. Wilson 
was read on the sanitary conditions 
of the state institutions. 
None of 
them were found in very bad condi­ 
tion except the Anoka ioaaneasylum.

They were 
Osceola, Hector and Brookfield town­ 
ship and Fairfax village in Renville 
county; Cosmos township in Meeker 
county; Leavenworth township in 
Brown county; St. Augusta, Wake­ 
field and Rockville townships and 
Cold Spring village in Stearns 
county, and Orange township in 
Douglas county. 
Dr. Bracken also found culpable 
negligence at Green Isle and Wash­ 
ington Lake township in Sibley 
county and Hugo, Washington 
county.
